12 (Currently amended) . A composition for treating 
hcrpco group viral infections, said composition comprising non- 
specif ically activated autologouo lymphocytes effective against 
and opccific — for herpes group viral infections, said activated 
autologouo lymphocytes being obtained by culturing autologouo 
lymphocytes derived from a herpes group virally infected patient T 
or an immunodof icicnt or immunooupprcoocd patient due to hcrpco 
group viral — infection, in a culture medium comprising anti-CD3 
antibodies in a solid phase and interleukin-2 to proliferate and 
activate in vitro said autologouo lymphocytes-? — oaid virally 
infected patient or oaid immunodcf icicnt or immunooupprcoocd 
patient to be provided with oaid compooition . 

13 (Currently amended) . A method for preparing a 
composition for treating a viral infection hcrpco group viral 
inf cctiono , said method comprising deriving autologou o 
lymphocytes from a hcrpco group virally infected patient or an 
immunodcf icicnt or immunoouppreoocd patient due to hcrpco group 
viral infection, — to be provided with oaid compooition, and 
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culturing said autologous lymphocytes in a culture medium 
comprising anti-CD3 antibodies in a solid phase and interleukin-2 
to proliferate and non- specifically activate in vitro said 
autologous lymphocytes which arc effective against and specific 
for hcrpc3 group viral — infections . 

14 (Currently amended) . A method for treating a viral 
infection hcrpco group viral — infections , said method comprising 
deriving autologous lymphocytes from a herpes group viral ly 
infected patient, or an immunodcf icient — or immunosupprcsscd 
patient — due to herpes group viral — infection, culturing said 
autologous lymphocytes in a culture medium comprising anti-CD3 
antibodies in a solid phase and interleukin-2 to proliferate and 
non- specifically activate in vitro said autologous lymphocytes, 
and administering said non- specifically activated autologous 
lymphocytes which arc effective against — and specific — for herpes 
group viral — infections to said patient from which said autologous 
lymphocytes were derived . 

15 (Currently amended) . The composition according to 
claim 12, wherein said activated autologous lymphocytes 
cultivated in vitro are suspended in a buffer solution of 
physiological saline or phosphate buffer solution to make a cell- 
suspended solution, and administered to said patient. 
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16 (Previously presented). The composition according to 
claim 15, wherein a protein is added to said cell-suspended 
solution. 

17 (Previously presented) . The composition according to 
claim 16, wherein said protein is human albumin. 

18 (Previously presented). The composition to claim 12, 
wherein said culture medium further comprises cytokine. 

19 (Currently amended) . The method according to claim 
13, wherein said activated autologous lymphocytes cultivated in 
vitro are suspended in a buffer solution of physiological saline 
or phosphate buffer solution to make a cell -suspended solution, 
and administered to said patient. 

20 (Previously presented). The method according to 
claim 19, wherein a protein is added to said cell -suspended 
solution . 

21 (Previously presented) . The method according to 
claim 20, wherein said protein is human albumin. 

22 (Previously presented) . The method according to 
claim 13, wherein said culture medium further comprises 
cytokines . 
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23 (Currently amended). The method according to claim 
14, wherein said activated autologouo lymphocytes cultivated in 
vitro are suspended in a buffer solution of physiological saline 
or phosphate buffer solution to make a cell -suspended solution, 
and administered to said patient. 

24 (Previously presented) . The method according to 
claim 23, wherein a protein is added to said cell -suspended 
solution . 

25 (Previously presented) . The method according to 
claim 24, wherein said protein is human albumin. 

26 (Currently amended) . The method according to claim 
23, wherein said activated autologouo lymphocytes having a cell 
concentration in the range of 1 x 10 4 parts/lit. to 1 x 10 8 
parts/lit. are administered to same patient at a time. 

27 (Previously presented) . The method according to 
claim 23, wherein said culture medium further comprises 
cytokines .
